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Homicide Investigation

The Birmingham Police Department is conducting a homicide investigation. The incident
occurred on Tuesday, March 21, 2023.

The victim has been identified as:

At approximately 12:45 PM, West Precinct officers were dispatched to the 5900 of
Jesse Owens Avenue on report of a person shot.

Officers arrived on the scene and observed the victim lying unresponsive in the roadway
suffering from an apparent gunshot wound.

Birmingham Fire and Rescue personnel arrived on the scene and pronounced the victim
deceased.
